Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because Applicant's argues that Moles fails to teach 
provisioning via a provisioning Web Service as an interface between the mobile terminal and the network service. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees since Moles discloses provisioning (i.e., configuring a mobile station; col. 3, lines 56-59; providing customers with access to web 
service or network resources; col. 5, lines 37-42; 3G cell phone browsing web sites on the Internet to transmit and receive graphics 
(applications) to execute streaming audio and video applications; col. 1, lines 40-43) via a provisioning Web service as an interface (i.e., 
mobile switch center as a single point interface, 140, fig. 2), between the mobile terminal (i.e., mobile station; 112, fig. 2) and the network 
service (i.e., Internet, 165, fig. 2) (col. 5, lines 37-42). Furthermore, claim 1, 21, 24, 38 and 39 are not specifically directed to the fctionality 
of web provisioning service. 
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
